AN ORDINANCE OF rHfe CITY

OP TORRANCE APPROVING 
AND ACCEPTING THE AN­ 
NEXATION OF WALTERIA TO 
THE CITY OF TORRANCE, A 
MUNICIPAL CORPORATION, 
PURSUANT JO A SPECIAL 
ELECTION HELD IN SAID 
WALTERIA ON THE QU168 
TION OF ANNEXATION TO 
THE SAIO CITY OF TOR­ 
RANCE ON THE 12TH DAY OF 
MARCH, 1928, AND PURSUANT 
TO, AND IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH, THE LAWS OP THE 
STATE OF CALIFORNIA.

SECTION 1. the City 'Council

certified copy of .this ordinance ap­ 
proving said annexation and ac­ 
cepting said new territory as a 
part of the municipal corporation 
of the City of Torrance, and giv­ 
ing the date of the passage of said 
ordinance.

SECTION 4. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the passage of this 
ordinance and shall cause the same 
to be published once in the Tor­ 
rance Herald, a weekly newspaper 
of general circulation published 
and circulated in the City'of Tor­ 
rance, and thereupon and thereaft­ 
er this ordinance shall be In full 
force and effect.
